1. CANPAIGN ACTIVITIES: 

NUMBER ONE - ENSURE MAJORITY U.S. PARTICIPATION IN DEFENSE 
SYSTEM PROCUREMENT AND MILITARY CO-PRODUCTION. PRIORITY 4. 

AS U.S. MILITARY AID TO KOREA PHASES OUT, THE ROKG IS 
DETERMINED TO CONTINUE TO UPGRADE ITS DEFENSE CAPABILITY 

THROUGH PURCHASES OF SYSTEMS AS WELL AS TO DEVELOP INDIGENOUS
